strike of stationary firemen began this 
morning, About 700 men arc idle in this 
region. Many of the mines nnd to close 
down, throwing out of work, it is esti- 
mated 15,000 men. 


President Mullahy of the state asso- 


elation told the Associated Press corn's 
pondtnt that up to 10 a. in. he hiul re 
ceived reports from tin- entire district of 
tho anthracite-'region and only live col- 
lieries were working. President Mullahy 
estimates that f.0,000 men arc idle. The 
coal companies have pressed into service 
their foremen and fire bosses, who will 
be employed as firemcvi for the time be- 
ing. 
This is necessary in order to keep 


tho pumps running and the minus free 
from water. At some of .the collieries 
hoisting engineers who wer.e usked to 
work with the new men refused and quit 
their-posts. The Delaware nnd Hudson 
company ha.-* two mines working and the 
officials'say they liave enough Sremeu to 
keep the pumps running. .

publications and determine upon its ac- 
tion in each specific 
case. It 
is ex- 


plained at the postoflicc department that 
it is not the intention to refuse second 
class rates to legitimate 
publications. 


They have not 
constituted a burden 


upon the postal facilities of the country. 
The department^ fiction will be aimed 


iin4t cheap publications, which make 


offers of premiums evidently of more 
value tlmn the publication 
its-.clf. The 


postofllce- department does not wish to 
injure the business of those publications 
who give value received for subscription 
price, and 
yet 
operate 
premium 


schemes. It only aims to correct abuses 
which, lor instance, have 
developer! in 


offers of merchandise, worth $1 and a 
practically worthless publication whose 
subscription price- ostensibly is $1. 


Since a conference with the 
depart- 


ment of justice -the postmaster-general 
feels sure of his ground and wMl begin 
barring certain prints from second-class 
privileges within a week or ten days.

tion which a strong and powerful nation 
must sustain to world affair*. 


Unfortunately, the time Inn not come 


when a nation can. go alleld chaining its 
rights if unprepared to enforce 
thfm. 


Without war this new relation would 
have 1cd to tiio building of a navy, be- 
gun several years before 
the 
Spanish 


war, adnqnnte to support and enforce 
the rights of American citizens and to 
maintain their treaty rights, that our 
people might have the opportunity to 
which they arc entitled in competing for 
the market* of the world. 


While our policy has to a great extent 


been one of isolation, it is gratifying to

by President Hall of Clark university, 
will be so readily accepted, is another 
story. President Clark denounces high- 
er education for women, lie declares it-

Even these 
women -would be better 
fitted to sup- 


port themselves, he thought, if they hud 
the trainiug toward wifehood and moth- 
erhood." 


The. discussion on this point revealed 


some differences of opinion, Dr. Chirk 
saying thai he did not wattt to be mis- 
understood, but that he considered wo- 
imui fully as broad and as worthy of 
cultivation its the highest lyj-<' of man; 
that she is broader in spirit, more in 
touch with the human race as a whole. 
Co-education received attention during 
the cotiJ'HC of which it wds the, ideal 
sciool that was mentioned, this being a. 
school in which 
the girls would be 


taugM. just that which would be needed 
in the home, and to make home life con- 
ditions happy. This ideal school, Preni- 
dftnt Hall thinks he has solved, saying: 
"If I could have the money 1 believe I 
could establish within five years a liigh 
school to which I could 
invite you, 


ivhcre you could Hud none of the faulU 
in 
tho present educational 
system. 


Most of the things that I believe belong 
to-tile ideal Bcliool arc already in prac- 
tice hi various scliools. I would put 
them together into a sort of mosaic, and 
the result, I believe, would be a school 
wluch should satisfy the critics of the 
present system." 


It does not seem co-education has 


been warmly endorsed, nor has it been 
warmly condemned, and it is just prob- 
able that a majority ot the educators of 
our laud may conclude, like some have 
on the tariff, that it is a matter of local 
conditions. 


Singular as it may seem, the use of 


slaug by no means received condemna- 
tion, on the contrary beinj; commended 
by some of the speakers as "a way in 
•vvbjch th<! language was built up o.nd 
that "slang" is language in the making," 
and 
therefore very proper children 


should begin at the foundation and tako 
in this slang fresh on tap, as it were. 


Upon many of tho topics of interest to 


educational reformers » close union of 
opinion 
was noticeable. 
Free text 


books, tho centralization of aill our rural 
schools, library systems of extension, 
better payment of teachers, all received 
attention 'and much discussion. Bible 
teaching in the. schools was commended 


by one educator and tho conclusion on 
this discussion. waSi t.hat,,the;. opposition 
to reading the Bible in the schools did 
not come froni the.educators themselves, 
but-from the pareats of tho school chil- 
dren, and this conclusion is very likely 
the correct one. 
Tho national univer- 


sity project .-\v;as'endorse*'.and tho •re- 
port 01 'flidr committee i.who liad given 
Hie-subject thorough attention rejected, 
is it .will .be-by the people at large. 


But all in al], this annual .session of 


the educators of the country will be-pro- 
lific with good. Whilc-.it is unjikely all 
tiieir suggestions will be heeded; yet the 
great value of an exchange of opinions 
and methods can not fail to draw educa- 
tional interests closer together and ad- 
vance the good work, it is manifest 
teachers have u difference of'opinion the 
same as others, and that they -are not all 
cranks, faddists and impracticable re- 
formers. There is seemingly about the 
siimc proportion of humanizing tenden- 
cies among fhese educators of our young 
us in other walks of life. Tho country 
will wish them well.

worker and employer, the strict enforce- 
ment of ull laws bearing upon the sub- 
ject of transportation, and the absolute 
rc<]iiirc.meiit there shall 
be in no wise 


any freight discrimination or trudc con- 
spiracies, by which one man or number 
of men arc prevented from buying in the 
open market supplies a,i cheaply as do 
other men; the protection by the strict- 
est of laws of every linn, individual and 
corporation not having rights of eminent 
domain: of their rights, to do business 
unhampered by restriction after pro- 
perty has once passed in-their posses- 
sion, and the rights to buy unrestricted 
in the markets at the same price, as oth- 
ers. Every worker to be protected alike 
and no discrimination in any wise. The 
assessment of the franchises of corpora- 
tions to he made in same proportion as 
arc- other things of assessable value is a 
safe proposition and 
shows how 
ad- 


vanced Ohio Democrats arc, it is way 
and far from the old PopuHstic cry for 
extermination altogether.

The policies of Washington, of Hamil- 


ton, and of -others of those days, were 
those of helping their country. 
These 


men clearly saw the only-way the manu- 
factories of their own country could 
ever get a start and foundation was to 
he protected against the free selling of 
foreign made goods in their own home 
markets. .In fact free trade was a thing 
of Hater growth and had it not been for 
slavery iu tho southern states, -which 
system, forbid the 
encouragement ,oC 


things northern, and. required European 
free trade for its own development and 
protection, it i« very doubtful if the 
Democratic party would have adopted 
revenue tariffs or any kind of tariff* 
that would assist the 
manufacturing 


establishments of the northern states. 


An eastern exchange discussing this 


matter of tariff says: 


"For a hundred yeaie and more pro- 


tectionists have insisted that if the pol- 


icy of Washington and Hamilton were 
followed long enough and consistently 
enough, American industries, thus, fos- 
tered and strengthened, would reach out 
from-their vantage :ground in'the home 
market to.capture 'the markets of thu 
world.''

Our economic de- 
velopment has proceeded-in natural and 
v.-Jiolraomc order. Behind tho shelter of 
the larifT well, first our agriculture and 
then our manufactures have grown to 
giant strength. The steady patronage 
of the homo market has given all classes 
of our producers experience, skill and 
confidence. Protection by tariff, intelli- 
gently and systematically applied and 
persisted in, is ino of tnc great forces— 
perhaps the main force—which bas cn; 


ablcd the United- States to make up for 
England's long lead, anil to become what 
tho treasury 
statistics- show it,, the 


world's greatest exporting nation," 


While it is true tho South yet remains 


blind to protective tariffs as a section, 
yet able men in various portions of the 
southern states clearly see where their 
interests lie. Everywhere in the Soutli 
they are building up manufacturing in- 
stitutions and some of the largest cotton 
mills in the country today are located in 
the southern states. It is only because 
they can sccurei their labor so much 
cheaper than in the. north that they 
have so far perverse in admitting the 
benefits of 
protection, but 
as time 


passes ignorance in the South will pass 
away and their labor will demand and 
secure the same living rates as in the 
more educated and enlightened North. 


SUMMER VACATION SCHOOLS. 


Vacation schools in Chicago seem to 


have been .misunderstoodandhavenotre- 
ccivcd that encouragement BO necessary 
to derive the largest degree of usefull- 
ness. The idea has not been to force 
the hard driven ptipil and teacher of the 
regular school year to do additional 
time in the only season of rest, the va- 
cation season, but to afford refuge from 
their 
disagreeable surroundings, and 


also to afford fresh air outings. 'Volun- 
teers have been readily 
attainable, 


though the means for defraying the nec- 
essary expenses incurred not been se- 
cured ao readily, since the only contribu- 
tion of the board of education is 
the 


free use of any 
needed school roms. 


The expenses have been defrayed by vol- 
unteer subscriptions and this year diffi- 
culty is experienced in getting enough 
for the purpose, though the women's 
clubs, who have the matter 
in hand, 


have worked nobly 
for this purpose. 


Such is the extent which these summer 
schools arc welcomed that at the open- 
ing a large number had to be turned 
away because of the scarcity of funds 
and there not having been sufficient ac- 
commodations granted by.the board of 
education, while the first year'only a 
third of the number who applied could 
be admitted. The. result of the neglect 
of the school 
board is apparent, for 


since 0,000 children tried to take advan- 
tage of the vacation schools the first 
or lost year, this season but 2,335 ap- 
plied and of this number not all could 
be admitted. 


Here is an opportunity for a display 


of a true Christianity on the part'of 
those able to give, and it does seem as if 
every little given at the right time and 
for such a noble purpose, would be doing 
the work of the Master who so loved 
children. There arc thnsands of 
chil- 


dren in a C'ity dike Chicago whose only 
oportunity conies with such a chance as 
this, and whose only pleasure is afford- 
ed when self-sacrificing women consent 
to give their time and means to nustain 
and keep up vacation schools. If priv- 
ate individuals will give of their means, 
the public -at large might insist upon 
the educational boards giving all neces- 
sary accommodations In 
the public 


school buildings. 


WE A HE A I'OWER FOR GOOD. 
There, are those people who have been 


asserting this country was 
a world's 


power or at least was strong enough to 
be such a thing, and that sundry ambi- 
tions Americana were busy lifting it up 
to that plane of officiating as one of the 
world's greatest governments. All this 
ha,s greatly disturbed such citizens as 
the late presidential candidate, 
W. J. 


lirviin, who declares, we ar« rapidly as- 
suming imperial powers, and the nation, 
generally speaking, is going to the dera- 
nition bow wows. Mr, Bryan has to 
yawp about something about just so of- 
ten, both as an advertisement for his 
paper and as » notice to all concerned he 
is in the field for 1004. 


It irj not going to hurt the feelings of 


most Americans if they have begun to 
realize their country' had moved on up- 
wards to that height where foreign gov- 
ernments not only respected it for its 
influences, but had a wholesome rcgnrd 
for its power iu defense 
and 
offense. 


Then there need never bo 
any fpar of 


ambitious men taking any possible ad-

Dining: and "of shrowd persons 
securing, 


control-of public corporations is attract-, 
ing .the attention,. of' the; public. The 
process is .spread easy, that before jlong 
there will be" a demand- for. additional 
and rival public corpoiations tiiat will 
bring into competition a new force, that 
in the end-may secure to the great pub- 
lic the rights "they arc denied by incom- 
competent and neglectful public officials. 


It. is simple. All there . is to it, is a 


little cash, and getting other fellows to 
sell out and" accept, their .own. property 
in payment, disguised in the shape of 
bonds,'and guaranteed in most cases a 
good .interest upon "'their own money. 
In truth it amounts to certain persons 
buying out other certain persons and 
saying in effect, we will guarantee you 
six, seven or eight 
per cent interest 


upon your own investment, without you 
yourselves doing any 
>vork whatever, 


except to cut out the coupons. Thus it 
is that transactions involving . millions 
upon millions take place and fail to 
startle -the money market. Men utterly 
unable to handle a fair fraction of the 
immense iijiiouuts of stocks and^ bonds 
of the property 
represented, if they 


were putting up their own funds, handle 
deals reaching into the millions and bil- 
lions. And this "is made possible, not by 
wrong doing, but through the wonderful 
financial system employed in these mod- 
ern days. A transactions involving fifty 
millions 
or so is announced to have 


taken 
place in New York a certain 


n-eek. People watch the weekly hank 
statement, and they see nothing to indi- 
cate any such immense deal. Yet 
the 


deal has really taken place, and by the 
intricate and delicate financing of the 
present day, matters arc, adjusted, the 
sellers out get their money, and the 
public can not possibly tell on the face 
of it, just how it has happened and set- 


Of course this is all nice as long as 


prosperity 'prevails and above all, confi- 
dence prevails. It is well to hold to the 
solid earth, and when the trouble begins, 
to let the able financiers manage their 
kites. 


THE AVTH.OH CONFESSES. 


There is nothing of the timid sort 


about Rear Admiral Crowninshield, and 
he has confessed it was he who sent that 
famous telegram to Dcwey at 
Hong 


Kong to capture and, destroy the Span- 
ish fleet, but after a conference with the 
president a.nd .,Secretary Long. It will 
be recalled Admiral Dewey in this Brit- 
ish.port at the time the war broke out 
between Spain and tlie Unite-.! States re- 
ceived notification from the British au- 
thorities to get a move on and leave 
'their port and in consequence tele- 
graphed to Washington to know what to 
do. The 
faiuoiis 
dispatch 
followed, 


calmly telling Mm to go forth and cap- 
ture or destroy that Spanish fleet at Ma- 
nila, the. inference being, of course, that 
being done he 'would have the splendid 
harbor of Manila to himself and could 
then tnrn the complimont upon his Brit- 
ish friends at Hong Kong should-they 
come over to sec him. 


This dispatch has been variously at- 


tributed to the' president, to Secretary 
Long and to other 'prominent names, 
and although General Miles and General 
Corbin were not mentioned it is said 
that there 
were suspicions 
because 


everybody seemed to keep still. Lately, 
however, the revival of this story had 
led a number of prominent chiefs 
at 


Washington to calmly rtcny it was they, 
while Kcar Admiral Crowninshicld, he 
being entirely .out of politics, has thought 
it right and manly to confess to the 
sending nf that immortal dispatch that 
won undying fame for Dewey, the jrreat 
glory of a triumphant naval victory for 
the United States and the acquisition of 
a richjsland group added to our nation- 
al dcstinv. 


Electrolysis is becoming a common

reports that the 
foundations of sky- 


sorap«»3 arc being affected by the action 
of the electric current upon their steel 
foundations. This however is disputed 
though the city eJectricinn thinks the 
city's water mains have been almost 
ruined. 


The question will have to be contested 


in the courts to what extent the com- 
munity must suffer 'dainago that tlie 
same, community receive therefore, bene- 
fits. But is and" may be very possible if 
the courts decide against the electric 
companios that a -miy will- be found by 
which the vagi-ant currents will be de- 
ficctc'd from their path of destruction. 


Ol'R TRADE WITH SOCTH AMERICA 


The conditions of our trade with 
the 


countries to the south of us is riot held 
by anybody to be that of the most desir- 
able iu the world. The truth is we do 
not receive anywhere near, the percent- 
age we- should and tho 'reasons therefore, 
are variously given. Some attribute it 
to our lack of ships running direct from 
our 
ports to Central American and 


South American ports, others to a com- 
bination of causes, one of which is the 
neglleot of many of our shippers to pack 
goods as; the native customers • demand, 
and again-of the lack of.txuxking facili- 
ties. Tuo figures of our. foreign trade 
illustrate the pitiful paucity of sales to 
people of our own continent, the iwlea to 


South .American countries forming but 
2.03 percent - of our .entire exports, 
though .we did tetter as' regards Mexico 
and Canada, 
our sales to theife two 


countries forming about .15 per- cent of 
our total exports. 


It would seem we.can do better, if we 


try. 
One writer upon this subject some 


time ago declared 
the 
manufacture™, 


and wholesalers who paid more atten- 
tion to the packing 
u.nd assorting of 


their products, to meet tti« wishes and 
customs of the natives, would get the 
best part of the Central and 
South 


American trade. 


THE IKNOCEST PURCHASER. 


The Jaw which protects innocent hold- 


ers of securities a.nd notes, does not al- 
ways protect the innocent 
parties in 


oilier transactions. It seems law is not 
always law, but something else, some- 
thing like unto our tariff doctrines, to 
be governed by the conditions of the 
time and .Of production. But 
in this- 


present cose it seems that it is a suit to 
be brought against Chicago brokers for 
the recover}' of money lost in speculation 
by an official 
of a broken Iowa bank. 


This ofHckl who lost several 
thousand 


dollars of money in stock speculation, 
did not, it appears, lose his own money, 
but did lose some of the funds of 
the 


bank which 
afterwards 
fell into 
the 


luuids of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. So the federal law steps in and 
says to the Chicago brokers they wi!l 
have, to refund 
the money so lost, 


though they had no means of knowing 
wiiose money it was unless it belonged 
to the one putting up the margins. It 
ia hard, most HUely, upon' the stock 
firms, but it comes easy to the stock- 
holders of the bursted bank. 


- THE OHIO DEMOCRATS. 


That the Bryan Democrats were '(jiven 


a backset in the Ohio Democratic state 
convention admits of no doubt. All ef- 
forts to pass a vote of confidence in the 
platform of 1SOG and 1000 failed as in 
liryan himself. It is true a- plaster

Tho 
voters again being compelled 
to 


make public their choice of course do 
not run counter to the prevailing domi- 
nant feeling, or counter to that particu- 
lar party which happens to control that 
voting place. But perhaps after ail this 
svste'm of voting viva voce is but s logi- 
cal outcome of the election reforms be- 
ing advocated by prominent reformers 
who have made a profitable use of their 
agitation.

ferred to with pride by the faddists who 
invade our school system.

It is now conceded universal suffrage 


will be given to the republic of Cuba 
with the only restrictions common to 
this republic, of insane, convicted crimi- 
nals, and a legal residence. The soldiers 
and sailors of the republic will have no 
vote and this is in the best interests of 
all concerned. It has been thought best 
not to make any discriminations what- 
ever and not commence th'e da.ys of the 
voung republic with a restricted fran- 
chise, which very possibly might, before 
very long, inspire a revolution against 
the government. A reform ballot, how- 
ever, will be used something 
like our 


Australian ballot, and each column of 
party names upoa' the ticket will Have a 
party signification, or mark, that the 
illiterate can easily recognize. 


Instead of curbing the veto power of 


the governor.of a state, as fs suggested 
in Illinois, the power should in fact be 
extended in every state. > One improve- 
ment might be made to the purpose of 
empowering the governor in measures 
like appropriations to veto any one par- 
ticular item or items instead of the en- 
tire bill, but lie should 
not have the 


power as has been taken by the Penn- 
sylvania governor of inserting amounts 
in such items as he has vetoed. This, if 
permitted, 
confers 
legislative power 


upon the executive which is not desir- 
able. The veto power should be limited 
strictly to the disapproval of an entire 
measure, or in the case of appropriation 
bills, to disapprove of any one or more 
items. 


The law forbids branches of National 


banks. But the law can not forbid the 
ownership of sufficient stock to control a 
national bank anywhere. It is through 
the operation' of legitimate capital that 
the New York banks are reaching out 
and haviug practicably branch banks in 
large dties of the country. It is for- 
tunate that in such cases of economy of 
operations are not centralized. The law 
won't have it this way and the regular 
banking force must he employed in all 
banks so controlled by larger 
banks. 


While it may be desirable, yet the law is 
not trifled with and the protection af- 
forded by the National banking law is 
placed around every stockholder. 


The' United State*- now. sells to Ger- 


many more than docs "any other nation, 
our share of her purchases in 1900 hav- 
ing been $2-12,9-11,838 out of a total im- 
portation of $785,045,496. Where her 
Agrarians are making all their kicks is 
that we are not buying in turn of Ger- 
many as we should, not -as large as other 
countries.

Trades1

Standing iu New Zealand. 


Trade and labor are organised through- 


out New Zealand and as such are recog- 
nized and legalized by the state in the 
act of 1SU4, says the London Daily Mail. 
Hie very title of that act, though not 
changed, originally ran: ''An' act tc en- 
courage the formation of industrial un- 
ions;" and the whole spirit of the move- 
ment is that both employers and work- 
men should form their unions and asso- 
ciations on representative lines under 
the provisions of the act, and that all 
questions should be dealt with, by the 
unions and societies up 
to 
n. certain. I

The trade and 
industrial unions of 


New Zealand are required to comply 
with, all the ordinary business safeguards 
which should surround the corporate 
bodies which they form, and then — but 
not till then — they arc registered by 
the state and placed in a position to act 
and be heard 
in industrial 
disputes. 


Penalties are attached to all breaches 
of the provisions controlling theu nions, 
and in some cases to enforce the award 
of the court they are heavy, the rnaxi- ~"~ 
mum being £BOO for each uiiiou, and 
failing the recovery of this there falls 
a maximum liability of £10 on each 
member of it. 


The effect of this registration is to 


make the union and all its members sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction established by 
the act, and altho'ugh the registration 
may be cancelled on the application of 
any union, this is done under due safe- 
guards; and no cancellation is permitted 
during the progress of any conciliation 
or arbitration proceedings affecting the 
union which applies. Neither does such 
cancellation relieve any union or its 
members from obligations 
incurred 
in 


any previous award of the court. No 
workman may ;°uve his work or employ- 
er lock out his workmen during a die- 
pute.

Hot weather is not damaging to corn at 
this season. In fact, high temperature 
ut this season is one of the requisites of 
corn development, and so I think that, 
we had better wait awhile before we 
say that the corn crop is ruined. 


For myself, I think that we shall have

burning mineral oil and

one and one-half gills of oil an', hour,.and 
the two lamps together with all. the.

Two journeys a day. are' made to the

at certain times when the sea is running 
high and the surrent that runs around 
the end of the pier is particularly strong. 
It is then that the skillful seamanship 
and the during bravery of Keeper Knnd- 
son and his son'-are put to-the test da 
it is'no'eafy matter to effect'a-landing 
on the breakwater with the waves dash-

But duty is duty and especially 56

Bridge Collapses with Locomotive 


and Cars Burying Many Labor- 


ers in the Wreck—Seven 


Known Dead. 


CLEVELAND, 0.. July

hero, it was staled thia afternoon, that 
there was a collapse of the 
bridge at 


Springfield, Pa., today, 
while a wc*t- 


boucd local freight 
tra.in was passing 


over tho. structure. 


Repairs were 
being made, on 
the 


liridpe when the/locomotive and the-cars, 
went down, a prang of 'Italian laborers, 
working-beneath the bridge, wcje caught 
in the nrreck. At .least seven 
of 
the. 


Italians.-were 
instantly 
killed and a 


number were, badly hurt. 


P. A. Moore, of Conneaut. tho conduc- 


tor, was instantly killed. The names of 
the (lead and injured laborers have not 
yet been learned by the officials of the 
company. The wrecked bridge is locat- 
ed nevert miles east of Coimeant, 0. It 
spanned a gully eighty feet deep. The 
bodies of the men have been taken to 
Oon.nea.ut, 0. 


The bridge tJiat collapsed was thought 


to be unsafe and the laborers were fill- 
ing in the ravine whicli it spanned. The 
train had backed on the bridge. Three 
cars loaded 
with broken rock -were 


standing 
on the span, read}' 
to be 


dumped. Conductor Jloore was on one. 
of the cars, while the crow of workmen 
was waiting linderncath 
to level 
the 


stone 
as 
it-, was dropped. Without 


warning 
the bridge gave 
way. The 


three tNirs with' their helm' loads were 
hurled into , the gully, a distance of 
about .80 feet. In the midst of the work- 
men the train tumbled n.nd'raany were 
crushed into shapeless masses. 


.Fifteen minutes before the bridge col- 


lapsed a.homy 
passenger train had 


rushod over it. 


Special trains, frotn 
Conneaut 
and 


Erie carried physicians to the scene of 
the accident. 
The work 
of recovering 


the dea-d and rescuing tho injured was 
difficult, as they were buried under the 
heavy cars. 


It.appears from later reports from the 


scene of the accident tha-t the engine did 
not go down with the bridge. It was at 
first reported that Engineer Griffith had 
been killed but this appears to have been 
erroneous.

would not 


change it if he could. 


Kutzberger iias a brother-in-law, re- 


siding on High 'street. Not 
long ago 


•Kutzbergcr fell sick at the home of this 
brother-in-law .aud it 
was thought he 


would die. During the lost stages of his 
sickness, thinking that he would never 
survive it, he deeded all of his property, 
consisting of three lots and a large brick 
house, to his brother-in-law and not be- 
ing able to sign his niuiic on account of 
his weakness, he merely made a cross. 


He did not die as expected, but on the 


contrary gradually 
became better ami 


survived his lit of sickness. The broth- 
er-in-law, however, refused to return the 
property and even turned the old man 
out o£ <iooiv>.

•was truly a startling scene and one that 
would impress anybody with the strange- 
ness of human nature. Directly over his 
table whicli was home made, was built 
a perch upon which his hens roosted, 
which kept him company jyhile he ate his 
meals. On the shelf was noticed a. loaf 
of bread nnd a chicken was also roosting 
near that; It is a matter of speculation 
how the old 
gentleman 
sleeps night? 


with these fowls roosting about on his 
bed, but he evidently enjoys it. and he 
considers these animals and fowls his 
best friends and would not part with 
them for anything. The neighbors about 
him do not complain ns long as ho keeps 
things clean around his place and this he 
doed to the best of his ability, getting 
up at five o'clock nearly every morning; 
and working about the place all day till 
late at night.

Her husband, who was evi- 
dently angered at her late arrival, did 
not let her in immediately but delayed 
some time in opening- the door, thinking 
thereby to teach his wife a lesson. When. 
she was. at last • admitted some- words 
were passed between them of, an. angry( 
character. 


The lady went at once to the closet 


and took down a bottle of carbolic acid 
and started to drink it. Her husband 
seeing what she was up to rushed at her. 
and knocked the vial out of her Hajid, 
spattering the contents all over her face, 
but not before she had succeeded 'in. 
drinking a portion of it. Dr. Wheeler 
\iras summoned at'once and administered 
an antidote. The lady will recover from 
the. 
effects of the dose but her face -is 


horribly burned from the acid spilled on 
it.

It was a planet 
in the heyday of its strength, matched 
against an aged iiud decrepit world, 
whioh nevertheless in consequence-of 
its long ages of existence had acquired 
an experience whioh made it a most 
dangerous foe. On both sides there w«s 
desperation. The earth was desperate 
because it foresaw, destruction unless it 
oonld first.destroy its enemy.. Mars was 
desperate because .nature was gradually 
depriving it of the means of supporting 
life, and its teeming population was 
compelled to swarm like the inmates of 
an overcrowded hive of bees and find 
now homes elsewhere.

means long sentences and directions 
oonld bo easily and quickly transmitted. 


The day signals consisted partly of 


brightly colored pennants and flags, 
whioh wore to t serve only when, shad- 
owed by clouds'"or other obstructions, 
the full sunlight should not fall upon 
the ships. This could naturally only 
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It was possible by properly selecting I ooour near the surface of tho earth or of

more night -until wo arrived at Mars. 
In open space the Bun would be contin- 
ually shining. Jt would be perpetual 
day for us, except as, by artificial 
means, we furnished ourselves with 
darkness for the purpose of promoting 
sleep. In this region of perpetual day, 
then, the signaln were also to be trans- 
mitted by flashes of light-from mirrors 
reflecting the rays of tbe sun. 


Yet this perpetual day would bo also, 


in one sease, a perpetual night. There 
would be no more blue sky for us, be- 
cause without an, atmosphere tha sun- 
light oould not -be diffused. 
Objects 


•would be illuminated only on the:side 
c^-Lotus^ohast, Let us get ^^^e*^ 
ready ut onco. Who knows but 
Martians have' already embarked uud 
are now cm their way to destroy as?" 


Under tho impulse of this now feel- 


ing, which, it mutt "be admitted, was 
very htrgoly inspired by terror, the vust 
ballroom was quickly deserted, Tbe 
lights wore suddenly put out in tha 
great dome of bulloous, for some one 
hud whispered: 


"Suppo'se they should seo that from 


Mars? Would thoy not guese what we 
wwro about uud redouble their prepara- 
tions to finish us?"

Upon tho suggestion of tho president 


of tho United States an executive com- 
mittee, representing all tho principal 
nations, was appointed, and without 
doluy a meeting of this committee was 
assembled at the White House. Mr. 
Edison was summoned before it and was 
uskea to sketch brietly the • plan upon 
whioh h» proposed to work. 


I ueurt not unter into tho details of 


•what wus dono at this meeting. Let it 
suffice to say that whon it broke «p in 
tbe small hours of the morning it had 
been unanimously resolved that as many 
thousands of men as Mr. Edison might 
require should be immediately placed 
at. his disposal; that as far ae poesibie 
ull tho great manufacturing establish- 
mi nts of tbe country should be instant- 
ly transformed into factories where 
oil otrioal ships and disintegrators conld 
tn built, and upon tho suggestion of 
Professor Sylvanus P. Thompson, the 
celebrated English electrical expert, 
sniionded by Lord Kelvin, it was re- 
solved that all the leading men of 
sconce iu tho world should place their 
(smousnt the dispooal of Mr. Edison 
•Y uuy capacity in which, in hiB judg- 
•I out, thuy might.bft useful to bim. 


Tho members of this committee were 


disposed to congratulate one another on 
the good work which they bad so 
promptly accomplished, when at the 
moment of their adjournment a tele- 
graphic dispatch was handed to the 
president frain 
Professor George E. 


Halo, tho director of the gr«at Verlces 
observatory, in Wisconsin. The telegram 
read: 


"Professor Barnard, watching Mars

their course, rise, fall with the quick" 
ness and ease of a fish in'the water. Mr' 
Edison calculated that even if mystari'' 
ous bolts should fall upon our ships we 
could diminish their power to cause in- 
jury by our rapid evolutions. 


We might be deceived in onr expec- 


tations uud might have overestimated 
our powers, but at any rate we meat 
take our chances and try, 


A multitude exceeding even that 


whioh had assembled during tbe great 
congress at Washington DOW thronged 
New York and its neighborhood to-wit- 
ness the mustering and the departure of 
.the ships bound for Mars. Nothing fur- 
ther had been hoard of the mysterious 
phenomenon reported from the observa- 
tories six montns noforo 'and which at 
the time was believed to indicate the 
departure of another expedition from 
Mars for the invasion of tho earth. If 
the Martians hod set out to attack us, 
they had evidently gone astray, or per- 
haps it was some other world that they 
were aiming at this timo. 


Tbe expedition had, of course, pro- 


foundly stirred tbe interest of the scien- 
tific world, aud representatives of every 
branch of science from all the civilized 
nations urged their claims to places in 
tho ships. Mr. Edison was compelled, 
from luck of room, to refuse transporta- 
tion to more than one in a thousand of 
those who now, on the plea that thoy 
might be able to bring back something 
of advantage to science, wished to em- 
bark for Mars. 


On the model of the celebrated corps 


of literary and scientific men which Na- 
poleon carried with him iu his invasion 
of Egypt, Mr. Edison selected a com- 
pany of the foremost astronomers, ar- 
chnwlogifits, anthropologists, botanists, 
bacteriologists, 
chemists, 
physicists, 


mathematicians, mechanicians, meteor- 
ologists and experts iu mining, metal- 
lurgy and every other branch of prac- 
tical science, ns well as artists and pho- 
tographers. It wus but reasonable to be- 
lieve that in another world, and a world 
so much older than the earth as Mars 
was, these men would be able to, gather, 
materials in comparison with which, the 
discoveries madoampng the ruins of an- 
cient emnires in Egypt and Babylonia 
would be insignificant indeed.

While it wan the intention to xbmain 


as much as possible within the cars, yet 
since it was probable' that necessity 
would arise for occasionally quitting 
the interior of the electrical ships Mr. 
Edison had provided for this emergency 
by inventing an airtight dress construct- 
ed somewhat after the manner of a div- 
er's suit, but of much lighter material. 
Each ship was provided with several of 
these suits, by wearing which one could 
venture outside tho car 'even when it 
was beyond the atmosphere of tho earth. 


Provision had been made to moot the 


terrific cold which we knew would be 
encountered tho moment wo had passed, 
beyond the atmosphere—that awful ab- 
solute zero which men bad measured by 
anticipation, but; never yet experienced 
—by a simple system -of producing 
within the airtight suits a temperature 
tnffioiently elevated to counteract the 
effects of the frigidity without. 
By 


weans of long, flexible tubes air oould 
be continually supplied to tho wearers 
of tho suits, and by an ingenious, con- 
trivance a store of compressed air suffi- 
cient to last for several hours was pro- 
vided for each suit, so that in case of 
necessity the wearer oonld throw off the 
tubes connecting him with tho air tanks 
in the car. Another object which had 
been kept in view in the preparation of 
these suits was the posnible exploration 
of an airlesii planot, such as the moon. 


The necessity of some contrivance by 


means of which we should be enabled 
to converse with one -another when on 
the outside of the oars in open -space, or 
when in an airless world, like the moon, 
where there would be no medium by 
which the waves of sound could be con- 
veyed as they are .in tbe atmosphere of 
tho earth, had been foreseen' "by our, 
.great inventor, ,and he had not found it 
difficult to contrive suitable devices for 
meeting tho emergency. 


Inside tho headpiece of each,.of ..the 


electrical suits was the mouthpiece'of a 
telephone. This was connected with a 
wire which, when .not in use, oould be 
conveniently coiled upon the arm of the 
wearer. Near the ears," similarly con- 
nected with wires, were telephouio re: 
ceivers.

Careful calculations of the precise 


distance of Mars from the"e»rth at the 
time when the 'expedition wag to start 
had been made by a large.number of ex- 
perts in mathematical astronomy. Bnt 
it was not Mr. Edison'i intention to go 
direct 'to Mars. , With tbe. exception of 
tbe first, electrical ship, whioh he had 
completed, none had yet been tried in a 
long voyage. It was desirable that the 
qnalities-of each of the ships should be 
carefully tested, and for this reason the 
leader of thee'xpedition determined that 
'the moon should be tho first port of 
space at whioh the squadron would call. 


It chanced that the moon was so situ- 


ated at this time, as to be nearly in a 
line between the earth and Mars, which 
latter was in opponition to the sun and 
consequently as favorably situated as 
possible for tbe purposes of the voyage. 
What wonld'be, then, for 89 out of tbe 
100 ships of tbe squadron a trial trip 
would at the same time bo a step of a 
quarter of » million miles gained in 
the direction of our journey, and so no 
time would be wasted. 


The departure from tbe earth was ar- 


ranged to occur precisely at midnight. 
The moon near the full was hanging 
high overhead, and a marvelous spec- 
tacle was presented to the eyes of those 
below as tbe great squadron of floating 
ships, with their signal lights ablaze, 
cast .loose and began slowly to move 
awayonthair adventurous and unprece- 
dented expedition into, tho great nn- 
known. A tremendous cheer, billowing, 
op from the throats of millions of ex- 
cited men and women, seemed to rend 
the curtain of the night and made the 
airships tremble with the atmospheric 
vibrations that were set in motion. 


Instantly magnificent fireworks were 


displayed in honor of our departure. 
Sockets by hundreds of thousands shot 
heavenward and then burst in constel- 
lations of.flery drop*. The sudden illu- 
mination thus produced, overspreading 
hundreds of square miles of, the surface 
of the sarth with a light almost like 
that "of day, must certainly have be«n 


vtnlple. to the inhabitants of .Mars if 
tbey; were. w»tohing ns at tho .time. 
They inigh't or might not correctly in- 
terpret its significance, but at any rate 
we did^npt care. Wo were off and were 
conflo'eut that we could meet our enemy 
on ,hifi. own-ground -before he could at- 
tack ns again. 


And now as we slowly rose higher a 


marvelous scone was disclosed. At first 
the earth beneath tis, buried as it was 
in night, resembled the hollow of a vast 
cup of ebony blackness, in the center of 
which, like the molten lava run to- 
gether at the bottom of a volcanic cra- 
ter, shoua the light of the illuminations 
around New York. But when we got 
beyond the atmosphere and the earth 
still continued to recede below us its as- 
pect changed. The cup shaped appoiir- 
ance was gone, and it began to round 
out beneath our eyes in the form of a 
vast globe—an enormous ball mysteri- 
ously .suspended under us glimmering 
over most of its surface with the faint 
illumination of tho moon- and showing 
toward its eastern edge the oncoming 
light of tbe rising son. 


When we were still farther away, 


having slightly varied our course so 
that the sun was onoe more entirely 
hidden behind the center of tbe earth, 
wo saw its atmosphere completely illu- 
minated all around it with prismatic 
lights/'-like a gigantic rainbow in the 
form of a ring. 


Another shift in our conrue rapidly 


carried us out of the shadow of the earth 
and into the all pervading sunshine. 
Then the great planet beneath us hung 
•unspeakable in its beauty. The outlines 
of several of the contiumts -were clearly 
discernible on its surface, streaked and 
spotted With delicate shades Ot varying 
color,- and the sunlight flashed and 
glowedtn long lanes across the convex 
surface of the oceans. Parallel with the 
equator and along the regions of the 
ever blowing trade winds were va«t belts 
of clonds gorgeous with crimson and 
purple as tbe sunlight fell upon them. 
Immense expanses of snow and ice lay 
like a glittering garment upon both 
land and sea around the north pole. 


As we gazed upon this magnificent 


spectacle our hearts bounded within us.

A now determination to conquer or die 
sprung op in our hearts, and I saw Lord 
Kelvin, after gazing at the beauteous 
scene which the eartbpresented through 
bis eyeglass, turn about and peer in the 
direction in which we knew that Mars 
lay with a sudden frown that causefi 
tbe gla«« to lose its grip and fali dan- 
gling from its string npon his breast. 
Even Mr. Edison seemed moved.

Sylvanus P. Thompson, gripping the 
handle of an eleotrio machine; "not if 
we can help it. 


To prevent accidents it had been ar- 


ranged that the ships should keep a 
considerable distance apart. Somo of 
them gradually drifted away until, on 
account of the neutral tint of their sides, 
they were swallowed np in the abyss of 
space. Stfll it was poesibie to know 
where every member of the squadron, 
was through the constant interchange- 
of signals.

But, although it was now unceasing 


day for ns, y«t, there being np atmos-. 


, phere to diffuse, the sun's light, the

Wo had .now got so far away that tbe

Its colors 
had become all blended into a golden 
reddish hue, whioh overspread nearly 
its entire surface, except at the poles, 
whero th'are were broad patches ot 
white. It was marvelous to look at this 
huge orb behind us, while far beyond it 
shone the blazing sun like an enormous 
star in the blackest of nights. In the 
opposite direction appeared tho silver 
orb of the moon, and scattered all 
aroond were millions of brilliant stars, 
amid which, like fireflies, flashed and 
sparkled the signal lights of the squad- 
ron.

Fortunately it 
happeneS-that .the disintegrators con- 
tained in the wrecked oar were not in- 
jured. Mr. 'Edisol) thonght that it would 
be possible to' repair the,car itaeli 
and for that purpose he had it attached 
to the flagship in'order that it might be 
carried on as-far as the moon.

That at the north- 
western extremity had long been known 
to astronomers tinder tbe name of Cape 
Laplace. Tbe other promontory, at tbe 
southeastern termination, is called Cape 
Heraoiides. ' it. was. toward the latter 
that we were . approaching, and by in- 
terchange .o£ signals all tbe members of 
the squadron had- -bean informed that 
Cape Heraclides was to bo our rendez- 
vous upon the'moon. - 


I may say that I'bad been somewhat 


familiar with the scenery of this part of 
the lunar world.-fcir I had often studied, 
it from the earth with.a telescope, and

COLUMBUS, 0., July 10.—The Dem- 


ocratic st*t« convention convened here 
today under peculiar circumstances. All 
the more oooswvative elements had com- 
bined in the preliminaries against the 
friends of Mayor Tom L. Johnson, of 
Cleveland; but, tho combination was not 
maintained after the committees were 
selected, and, during the all-night ses- 
sion of the committee on resolutions it 
was in tho committee on resolutions and 
on both national and state issues. John- 
son men won on their favorite views on 
state matters and the others on nation- 
al issues. 


There is no reaffirmatio-n of the Kan- 


sas City or any other platform. There 
it no mention of previous platforms or of 
Bryan. The sub-committee of seven that 
drafted tho platform stood four to three 
in favor of the conservative, but the full 
committee rejected both majority and 
minority reports and then picked out 
such parts of each as were voted in sec- 
tion by section. The full committee did 
•not stand the same on aJl sections or 
planks. The three .plunks of the Johu- 
pon men—on franchises, steam and elec- 
tric railways and corporation taxation 
were adopted as amendment". 


; The majority . report of the sub-com- 
mittee Jind 
then 
the. resolutions 
as 


amended, were adopted.so the minority 
report of the sub-eoinroiUeo -practically 
became, tho majority report of the full 
.committee, and .things were generally re- 
versed. 


Previous to the assembling of the con- 


vention today there-was'unusual agita- 
tion among the delegates. 


C. P. Salcn, a member of Mayor John- 


son's cabinet, hnd been continued as per- 
manent chairman and other friends of 
Johnson had secured the taxation reso- 
lutions that were wanted. There was 
much talk about the Kilbourne and Mc- 
Lean men having differences hut. it he- 
came evident, later on that (.he Johnson 
men had won on the taxation issues 
without any other change*. 


The convention was called to order 


about 11 o'clock by Chairman Brucker. 


Hon. Charles P. Soldi was heartily 


cheered when he was introduced § tem- 
porary chairman, nnd great applause 
greeted him at its conclusion. 


The closing part of Siilen's speech on 


railway taxation was loudly applauded. , 


After the adoption of .the rules and 


order of hitsines*. the report on creden- 
tials was submitted by Chairman Saltz- 
gabcr, seating the Howling delegates 
from .Montgomery,, the

sells oleomargarine for butter. When 
he violatesHhe law it is usually in sell 
ing the colored article in violation of

fraud in oleomargarine sales in this state 
is the supplying "of tfiat article to the 
guests of hotels, boarding houses, res- 
UnruntR n.nd lunch counters, in response 
to calls for butter. In this way the 
final purcbanej- is defrauded-'and' given 
that which he does not call for and does 
not want. 


"Oleomargarine sold under- its own 


name, and rotor has a pTace among legiti 
mate food products."' Its friends" Si're not 
satisfied • " with this. They • claim 
the 


right to make- it a: perfect counterfeit of 
butter in-appearance, well knowing that 
when so ina'dc it:will be Oiirfon^ciouriy 
purchased hy people who ask for'butter.
